‘he British Assodiation for the 
Advancement of : Science held its 
géth meeting in Glasgow, a city 
aot in an oreo which has known the 
full burden of the industrial de- 
pression pf seyen lean years. It 
was therefore appropriate that the 
new President; Sir William Bragg, 
the great authority on stoms,and 
molecules,’ “should, devote the 
greater part of the address with 
which he opened the meeting not to 
abstruse things but to q considera- 
tion.of what7science could- do to 
accelerate the jrecavery,of industry. 

The subject was toq grest for a 
sursey of all the issues which, it 
raised,.and the President concen- 
trated. chicfly’on the relations .be- 
tween science and the crafteman- 
ship which may. be described as the, 
skill exercised jn the production of 
whatever is .wanted .for human 
welfare. : ts oe : 

As an introdtction Sir William 
Brags, in his own fascinating way, 
imagined the ‘eraftamanship of an 
igolted island and: the‘ changes 
which would be needed when com- 
munication was established. with 
‘the outside world, and to satisfy 
.» desire for imports the people 
might’ have to accommodate: them- 
selves to. & more general conception 
which #as only in part their own. 
From this simple analogy he drew 
the conclusion that's people: lived 
on what it made or earned, and 
that -its success -depended on its 
craftsmanship. eS 

He spoke with warm affection of 
the beauty of examples of ancient

A’ notification 
was, therefore, published in May 
last, ‘declaring that the uee of this 
particular brand of cement was pro- 
hibited for @ period of one. year 
when further tests would be made. 

Recently, however, a shop was 
found to have imported this cement 
into Canton without’ making a re- 
port to the Bureau of Publio Works 
as required .by existing | regula- 
tions. The cement in, the shop was, 
therefore, sealed while‘samples were 
to be tested. At the same time the 
samples of-this make were sent here 
direct from Haiphong to. be tested. 

‘The results of tests show conclu- 
sively that, this cement is of inferior 
quality ond that it, cannot safely
